His exceptional gitts of 
insight and sympathy enabled him to 
acquire a remarkable reputation for, 
Understanding. He commanded, 
Chinese confidence and. esteem. 
‘Those national qualities ot paycho- 
logical perception—amounting almost 
to an unerring instinct—he possessed 
fn full measure. There was prob- 
ably no sounder judge of political 
conditions in China among the mem- 
bers of the diplomatic 
Pelping. He “managed,

the social life around him. By his| 
death France tas lost a faithful and 
patriotic servant and China a real 
friend.

THE STAMP TAX 


On the new Stamp ‘Tax Law the 
British Chamber “of Commerce 
Journal has thoughtful comment. to 
which, it is hoped, the responsible 
authorities will give serious attention. 
The new law was made effective as 
from September 1 and the Charaber's 
‘Organ finds that, although the form 
Of taxation in question is “probably 
Jone of the least objectionable,” the 
terms on which it is being applied 
have certain defects, ‘The classifica 
tions cover too great a variety of 
documents, in certain cases the tax 
is excessive and in others discrimina. 
tory. In particular it is. shown that 
‘the exemption of Government ent 
prises unfairly handicaps private 
business, The tax is small but when 
it ts applied to Bills of Lading for 
Coast or river steamers where. the 
freight charge may be nothing more 
than a dollar i constitutes too high 
‘a percentage of the value of the 
transaction to impose a stamp duly 
of 20 cents, however negligible tat 
Amure might be in relation to ocean 
freight. The Chamber. evidently 
considers that the Law as it stands 
is quite impracticable in regard to 
the variety of documents selected for 
taxation. “A simple transaction in. 
volving an Order, a Rill of Lading, « 
Godown Receipt, a Receipt for De 
Hivery, an Invoice, a Cheque and a 
Receipt would require the stamping 
Jof not less than seven documents, 
and this on the top of the Tax on 
insurance and the Tax on books. No 
doubt these dificulties which sharply 
appear now that the Law is moving 
into practice will be carefully studied 
by ts framers: The Journal's com- 
ments appear in full elsewhere and 
it wi be seen that even the Gov- 
ernment’ own departments are. nol 
elear on the exact intentions of 
the Law. ‘The problem is not 
unusual and frequently arises when 
a new form of taxation is being 
attempted, ‘Therefore, the timely and

SHANGHAI SMOKE 
Sept. 28. 


‘The authorities to whom Shang- 
hailanders look for protection 
Jagainst the irksome excrescences of 
urban life are aware of the part 
played by smoke in fraying, tem- 
pers, damaging digestions and 
putting into laundrymen’s pockets 
more inoney than is economically 
desirable, Much of this evil can be 
wwoided. ‘The three municipal 
areas endeavour, according to thelr 
lights, to mitigate it. ‘There are 
disgusting manifestations against 
which all complaint is vain. Any 
resident on the Bund, for example, 
‘will sing a hymn of ‘hate at short 
notice about the impertinences of 
‘tugs, tenders and their like who 
seem to take a fiendish delight in 
belching out the blackest of fumes 
into the stately edifices lining the 
chief commercial thoroughfare of 
‘this city, Action in relief of. this 
nuisance may be beyond the task 
‘of the most forceful body, for the 
‘conflict of adminstration’ on the 
river is notorious. And instances 
have occurred to prove that the 
smoky menace on the Bund de~ 
finitely prejudices the health of sut- 
ferers from pulmonary and allied 
diseases, apart altogether from its 
‘material damage to the immaculate 
‘splendour of office interiors. The 
fault is not entirely afloat, ‘Tucked

‘The problem is by no means simple, 
although it is recognized that, in 

ite of the installation of elaborate 
jevices, the smoke emerging from. 
plant makes to 
atmospheric impurities 
fan unwanted contribution. The 
‘Company's budget for the current 
year includes a sum of $69,000 for 
investigation of the problem. Special 
‘combustion engineers have been 
brought out to study the matter and 
instruct firemen in the reduction 
of smoke difficulties. Shanghai has 
reason to be proud of the Com- 
pany's campaign against smokiness, 
for the special wet washers which 
have been installed—and incidental 
ly successfully absorb from 85 to 92 
per cent, of the clements of the 
‘smoke nuisance as the outsider 
feels it—was actually invented by 
the late Mr. Aldridge, and it has not 
been improved on elsewhere. ‘The 
basic dificulty in Shanghai lies in 
the type of coal available. Si 
hai must be assured of its power 
supply. Coal must therefore come 
from local sources. It is not pos- 
‘sible in China to secure coal of a ° 
‘sufficiently low sulphur content to 
produce conditions obtainable in 
‘western countries. Steps are being 
taken to prescribe certain \Umit- 
‘ations for the coal supplied from 
various local collieries, but they 
‘cannot completely eliminate dif 
feulties. ‘The economic factor too is 
of Importance for if devices in- 
volving heavy” increase in costs 
were adopted, the consumer would 
be inclined to instal his own plant 
and confusion would be worse con- 
founded. This applies to selection 
of the source of coal supply and to 
the adoption of smoke-abatement 
machinery which would necessitate 
a complete change of the whole 
plant of the Power House—an ob- 
viously impossible solution, Of the 
four factors in the smoke nuisance, 
fly ash, cinders, black smoke, and 
sulphur fumes, the Company, in a 
recent consultation with "the 
‘Municipal authorities, was able to 
‘claim that it had been successful 
jin eliminating black smoke “except 
for periods of afew minutes when 
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fires are being cleaned or a change 
of coal is being made.” 

‘Small progress has admittedly 
been made with the fly ash and 
cinder nuisance, but the experts 
hhold that the percentage already 
quoted shows that Shanghai 
is doing better with its apparatus 
than is being done anywhere else 
with whatever apparatus is being 
used. In England and the United 
States the Company has kept in- 
quirles going and as the authorities 
of the Settlement are in constant 
communication with it on the sub- 
Ject, its desire to meet public con- 
venience will be recognized. Men- 
tion has been made of the experi 
ments at Battersea. ‘There where 
the sulphur content of coal is not 
more than 1.1 per cent, as against 
28 per cent. in Shanghai, special 
conditions obtain, And Battersea 
hhas not yet succeeded to its own, 
tisfaction. A fortiori, Shanghai 
can hardly expect to’ incur the 
expense of adopting a process the 
benefits of which are exceedingly 
problematical, to put it mildly. 
The sulphur’ fume problem has

‘Meanwhile the Company has con- 
centrated its energies on the fly ash 
and cinder nuisances with partial 
success, It is admitted that, in| 
spite of much research, rapid head-

the regult of further experiment it 
may be possible to achieve results 
in the not so distant future. An 
extension of plant is regarded a: 
probable and when that is taken in 
hand the Company proposes to. 
build a high stack. ‘The results 
cannot be guaranteed, for although 
it is now ascertained that founda- 
tions can be laid for such a stack, 
the high humidity prevalent in 
‘Shanghai may not permit the smoke 
from a high stack to ascend so as 
to remove itself effectively from the 
cognizance of the neighbourhood 
below. ‘The intention is to test the 
possibilities by erecting a high 
stack at the earliest opportunity. 
All this may be cold comfort for 
Shanghailanders who have been 
istressed by the smoke nuisance, 
but it has a definite interest. It 
shows that the Municipal authori 
ties with the co-operation of the 
Power Company are alert in the 
matter.

SINO-JAPANESE FRICTION IN SWATOW 


Resentment Against Stringent Methods of Chinese 
Customs to Prevent Rice Smuggling 


Canton, Sept. 20, 

Serious trouble between China and 
Japan is brewing in Swatow ss 9 
yesult of the stringent measures 
taken By the Chinese Customs au- 
thorities there to stamp out the 
alleged smuggling of Formosan rice 
into. Swatow. 

Owing to the tension arising from 
the dispute, six Japanese destroyers 
hhave been sent to Swatow, where the 
situation is oMfcially admitted to be 
grave, ‘to protect Japanese lives and 
property.” 

Serious developments are feared if 
the matter is not settled by negotla- 
tion, 

‘The Japanese consular authorities 
to-day ‘denied, however, that Rear- 
Admiral Shimomura, Commander of 
the Sth Torpedo-Boat Flotila, “Is re- 
maining near Canton.” He is stated 
to be at present still aboard the 
‘Tatsuda in Swatow. 3

JAPANESE WARSHIPS

‘Two Destroyer Flotillas 
Ordered to Port 


Hongkong, Sept. 29, 

Orders to proceed ‘to Swatow 
immediately were issued to the 16th 
‘and 26th destroyer flotilla by Rear- 
Admiral Shosuke Shimomura, com- 
mander of the Sith torpedo-boat 
flotilla. Seven destroyers have 
ready left for Swatow to protect 
Japanese lives and property there. 

‘Rear-Admiral Shimomura js remain- 
ing near Canton to watch closely the

Art. L—In order to readjust and 
expand the telegraph, telephone, and 
radio services, the National Govern- 
ment authorizes the Ministries of 
Finance and Communications jointly

“24th Year (1995) ‘Telegraph Loan, 
of the Republic of China.” 

‘Art, 2—The amount of the loan 
shall ‘be. $10 millions 

‘Art, 3—The loan ‘shall be issued 
fon Getober 1, the 24th Year of the 
Republic (1935), Price of issue 98, 

‘Art. 4—Interest shall be at the 
rate of 6 per cent. per annum, 


Secured On Surplus 

Art, 5—The Joan shall be secured 
‘on the surplus accruing from. the 
Income of the international telegraph 
services of the Ministry. of Com- 
munications—after deducting (1) the 
amount earmarked for the repayment 
of principal and payment of  in- 
terest on various loans contracted 
with the Board of Trustees for the 
‘Administration of the British Boxer 
Indemnity Refund; and (2) the 
amount due for payment of monthly 
overdrafts to the Directorate-General 
fof Postal Remittances and Savings 
Banks, which acts as the scal agent 





of the International Telegraph 
Bureau. 
Tn the event of a deficit, the 


receipts from other postal and tele 
graph sources shall be appropriated 
by the Ministry of Communications

‘Att 6—Redemption of principal 
and payment of interest shall be 
‘effected quarterly on March 31, June:

‘oF Seven and a Halt Yeas 


Art 7—The term of the loan shall 
be seven and a halt years. During 
the frst three years, 12 per cent. of| 
the total amount of the principal shall 
be redeemed each year; during the 
4th to 7th years, 14 per cent. each 
year; and during’ the remaining halt 
year of the 8th year, 8 per cent. 

‘The total amount of principal and 
interest shall be entirely paid by 
March 31, the 32nd Year of the Ré 
public (1943). ee 

Redemption of principal shall “be 
effected by public drawings 20 days: 
before the maturity of each quarterly} 
period. 

‘Art, 8—The Central Bank of China| 
shall be appointed fiscal agent to take 
charge of matters relating to redemp- 
tion of principal and payment of in- 
terest.

‘M. Wilden, who was 86 years of age, 
first came to China 35 years ago. He 
took part in the march of the Sey- 
mour column from Tientsin to Peking 
to relieve the Legations during the 
[Boxer trouble, and was awarded the 
Legion of Honour for his services. 

‘His remains are lying in state with 
‘a guard of honour from the Legation 
Guard. ‘The funeral arrangements 
hhave not yet been madé.—Reuter. 

‘M. Wilden’s death followed an 
attack of asthma, which commenced 
three days ago. 

‘M. Wilden, who returned from long 
eave spent "in France on November 
17 tast year, was nearly carried away 
by an attack of pneumonia in June. 
From this he never completely re- 
covered in spite of a period of con- 
valescence in Peitaibo. 

It was only on May 4 last that he 
signed, in Nanking, the Franco-Chi- 
nese ‘convention concerning —Indo- 
China, which had been the object of

M. Henri Auguste Wilden was born 
fon March 23, 1879. Atter graduating 


from the Law Faculty, he came to 
China at the end of last century and 
worked as interpreter in the Peking-

He distinguished himself during the

MONEY REFORM IN 
SZECHUEN 


Local Bank Notes to Be 
Withdrawn 
Faost Our Own Comssroxoexr 


Cungking, Sept, 23. 

‘The Mid-autumn Festival fell this 
‘year on September 12. On the atter- 
‘noon ‘before, word went around that 
there was to be a discount of 20 per 
‘cent. on the local bank notes bogin- 
ning thc next morning. Money 
changers, shopkeepers and others, 
therefore, took the jump and declared 
them off standard that afternoon. 
Everyone was trying to pass them on 
to his debtor, and collectors did not 
know whether to accept or not.- The 
Danks declared them 100 per cent. 
|g0od for that afternoon, and the police 
/apprehended and jailed several money 
‘changers who tried to force the rate 
down. 

‘The following morning we knew 
what had happened. The Govern- 
ment had decided to call in all of 
these notes issued by the ti fang vin 
hhang ér the local bank of Chungkin 
jand announced that after September 
15 they would be accepted at eighty 
per cent. face value only. The ques- 
Yon than arose as to how to carry 
fon during the next three days. The 
Banks solved the problem for them- 
selves by deciding to remain closed 
for this time, and the common people 
decided the’ order would go” into 
effect at once. 

Some shop ‘keepers tried to do a 
nice business by advertising that they 
would receive them at ninety per 
cent. of the face value; but the 
purchasers soon learned that the 
rices had been increased over night, 
and they were in fact being cheated. 
In Neikiang, between here and 
‘Chengtu, a riot occurred; the official’ 
yamen was attacked and the chiet 
‘magistrate beaten up. No open break 
was noted here, but the common 
people who suffered most were very 
much disturbed. 

‘Three days later the Banks opened 
again, and everyone was making 
inquiries as to their deposits, their 
bank balances, etc. Question 1. 
What is my bank balance worth in 
Central Bank of China Notes? Will 
it be discounted 20 per cent. also? 
Question No. 2. What is the money 
worth to-day which I wish to deposit, 
‘and which T had in my person or in 
the safe when the short moritorium 
was declared? The Banks answered 
the second question first, by stating 
that those local bank notes would be 
accepted at eighty cents on the dolla 
‘only. ‘The second answer brought a 
better feeling, when depositors learn~ 
ed that they would be paid dollar for 
dollar and that their cheques would 
’be honoured in Central Bank of China 
notes. So we have settled down to 
calling a dollar eighty cents, and to 
‘ask prices in real dollars,’ or the 
other’ kind. 

‘The Government announces that it 
will redeem all these local bank notes 
at elghty per cent; up to November 
20." After that time if a person has | 
any of them around, it will be his 
misfortune. It is also rumoured that 
‘while. the Central Government had 
been informed that the offcials had 
Issued only $10,000,000 in these local 
bank notes, yet when the facts were 
brought out they found that the 
amount was more nearly $50,000,000. 
So the refinancing of Szechuen is not 
‘an easy proposition. 


Communist Turns Lecturer 


With the surrender of the Com- 
‘munist leader, Wang I-tao, about 400 
of his followers joined another rebel 
‘and began to molest the southern 
Portion’ of Szechuen. Mr. Wang| 
however, was feasted by the citizens 
of Luchow, forgiven by the Govern- 
ment, and’ later gave a lecture on.

jwere posted at intersections, street 
Jcorners and down the centre of main 
thoroughfares to help put into action 
expeditiously the new system, which 
was explained carefully on "posters 
and in newspapers. Considering. the 
Population as 750,000 in city and 
‘Suburbs, that motor transport hi 
been redoubled this year, and that 
there are 12,000 rickshaws on the 200 
miles of streets, it seems almost in- 
feredible that the change was met 
with no major accident, and with no 
fatality. After a few days it seemed 
jsecond nature to pass on the left 
side of the street. 

‘The Generalissimo's _block-house 
lines, reminding of earlier days 
lof active service in South Africa, 
have been very effective in re- 
pelling advances of the Reds, and 
have" seriously hindered their at- 
tempts to get out of the province 
northward. Many have been turned 
back in the Songpan area and can- 
not make thelr through | the 
hilly country of the Black Water 
tribes. ‘They have been rejoined by 
late-comers from the Yunnan direc 
‘and several thousand are still 
jcausing serious disturbances in. the 
hills west of Kwanhsien. ‘The CLM. 
missionaries who attempted to re- 
enter ‘Mengkung were forced to 
retrace their steps to Chengtu. Lifan 
Jand Tsakailao are clear for the pres- 
jent and held by strong government 
forces. 


Harrowing Mission Tales 


Some harrowing tales have come 
out of this country. ‘The Canadiat 
‘Mission “have been sponsoring 
Home Mission experiment for fifteen 
years which has done effective work 
both among Chinese and hill people. 
The new church at Lifan was com- 
pletely destroyed, and the members 
who did not escape were killed. At 
‘Tsakaolao, the teacher and missioner, 
Mr. Ren’ Sueh-sen, with his wife, 
‘mother and entire family except ono 
son, studying In Chengtu, were 
killed by the Reds. Over a score of 
Lamas were killed in the great Lam- 
asery there, the rest escaped to the 
hills, andthe fine buildings were 
mostly destroyed by fire. 

‘Two years ago it was the earth 
quake; this year it is Red invasion; 
jsurely the innocent hill people have 
Suffered more than they deserve. 
Many of them were trussed up like 
fowls, beheaded and thrown into to 
the wild mountain torrent only to 
[be carried down to Kuanhsien where 
the count was made of almost two 
hundred so we are ereditably informed, 
Chengtu thas ‘escaped the ravages 
of the Red hordes and now is more 
Peaceful and progressive than in 
many years past.

‘Tokyo, Sept. 28.

Sir Reginald Johnston in Japan 

Your correspondent spent a pleasant 
half hour with Sir Reginald Johnston 
during his brief stay in this country 
before going to Hsinking. Sir Re- 
aginald congratulated the “North-China 
Daily News" in its spelling of Man- 
‘choukuo. To spell the word without 
‘an “o”, that i, Manchukuo, as most 
newspapers do, reveals the ignorance 
of such Journals, he said.

‘The people of Europe have the 
‘wrong idea that the Japanese changed 
the name of Manchuria to Manchou- 
Kuo when as a mater of fact it was 
they who changed the name Manchou 
to Manchuria, Sip Reginald said. The 
Japanese added ‘the suMlx “kuo” or 
“independent nation” to Manchou but 
this also is nothing “new, for 
Manchuria was Manchoukuo as fat 
‘back as in 1600. This word was then 
in use as is attested by ancient 
documents.

Many secret documents have re-

‘The Mings were overthrown by one 
of their own race, a bandit warlord 
who, teking advantage of the cor- 
ruption in the Imperial Court, the 
spread of anarchy as at present, 
gathered a strong hord of brigands 
and launched an attack on the Em- 
Peror who committed suicide to save 
himself and his dynasty from dis- 
grace, 

Tt was thus, not the Manchu, but 
Chinese bandits who seized” the 
Capital and drove the ruler to suicide. 
‘The bandit leader then established his

Nanking, Sept. 26,

effective expediont to relieve its peril

What might have been a” major 
catastrophe at Hsuchiamiao, in the 
[Shoyang district, was averted yester- 
day, thanks to rapid work on the part 
of volunteer labourers, who put thelr 
whole hearts into Aghting the flood 
Jmenace in North Kiangsu.

Chinese Guard Accused of Complicity: $1,600 Recovered 
“Perfect Coup” Plotted Four Month Ago 


‘The followiug is the frst authentic 
newspaper account pf the exciting 
‘man-hunt now in progress to appre- 
end the six gunmen, and their ac- 
complices, responsible for the daring 
{$91,000 robbery. at the Central Post 
‘Office in Shanghai on September 

‘A Chinese policeman attached as 
a guard to the institution made pos- 
sible the unprecedented raid which 
resulted in the murder of two postal 
employees, the serious wounding of 
a third man, and the theft of approx- 
‘mately ‘$01,000 in week-end postal 
receipts." This fact was revealed 
‘on Thursday, and also it was learned 
that the quard in question has been 
Identified by one of the women 
prisoners in the case and is now in 
the custody of the Bureau of Public 
Safety. ‘The man was picked out by 
the woman on Tuesday from amongst 
‘more than a dozen men at the Bureau 
of Public Safety Headquarters, and, 
in pointing him out, the woman said 
he had attended meetings of the gang 
held in the Western District of 
Shanghai preparatory to the actual 
‘coup, 

Planned Four Months Ago 

‘The hold-up at the Post OMice was 
carefully planned by a criminal or- 
ganization of Kompo men and women 
‘whose first meeting was held in May, 
in a house in Sinza Road. ‘There 

| meetings, in the course 
tails of ‘the “perfect 
worked out. It was 
Geclded to import gunmen trom tho 
Kompo area to participate in” thi 
actual raid on the Post Offce, and 9 
scheme of splitting the spalls was 
‘agreed upon. The pistols used in the

occasion and were sent back to thelr 
lace of origin by boat a few hours 
after the crime had been. committed.

Important and difficult tasks now 
facing the police, 

‘The Post Office compound, in which 
the ‘robbery was perpetrated, is 
policed by the Bureau of Public 
Safety, but the investigation of the 
‘crime ‘was entrusted to the police of 

International Settlement, whose 
detectives have now arrived ‘ata 
point where the apprehension of the 
Fingleaders appears to be only a 
matter of days. ‘Twelve days atter 
the commission of the crime, while 
fone of the victims still was in. hos- 
pital in a serious condition, the police 
licked up a definite lead.” With th 
‘co-operation af the River Polic 
‘went on board a river steamer fying. 
the British flag and, just before sall- 
ing time, "succeeded in making 
important arrests and seizing goods 
believed to have been purchased with 
4 portion of the loot. 


Arrests Made on River 


‘The investigators were headed by 
Detective SubsInsp. M. I. Crowther 
and Detective Sergeant L. W. Hl 
who arrested one man and tw9, 
Women on the boat, after a search of 
2% hours, during which they came 
upon a large quantity of new and 
‘expensive clothing and silks destined 
for an up-river port and supposed to 
belong to the prisoners. These goods 
were confiscated and 

hhands of the police, who 

that they were bought by members 
of the Post Office gang shortly after 
the robbery. 

During the searching of the ship, 
third woman implicated in the 
affair managed to flee ashore, but in- 
formation obtained by the detectives 
‘enabled them to apprehend her dur-

This also was ready 
for immediate despatch, anda 
thorough search disclosed a trunk 
containing a jacket into which was| 
sewn a bank receipt for $1,000. ‘The| 
money had been deposited in a Chi- 
nese bank in Klangse Road two days 
‘before.

A PRINCESS IN SEARCH OF A GHOST 


Former Lady-in-Waiting to Empress Dowager Back 
in China: Hopes and Changes

Declaring that the Shanghai Tele- 
phone Company and the Shanghai 
/Municipal Council should be regarded 
Jas one, so far as the question of 
telephone rates is concerned, an 
unidentified Japanese “eritic, whose 
‘article appeared in all. the ‘three 
local Japanese dailies, on Thursday, 
said that, unless the ‘voice of the 
ratepayers is heard by” the inter: 
national committee of experts, seri- 
Jous cosequences may follow. He did 
Rot know whether or not the reports 
that the experts had agreed to the 
U1 per cent. increase in rates, as 
originally demanded by the company 
Were true, but he claimed that the 
SMC. -consistently had ignored the 
wishes of the Japanese community. 

“The Japanese community was 
most vehement in its protest against 
the increase in telephone rates, and 
repeatedly called the attention of the 
ISM. to the matter,” the statement 
read. “When these efforts failed, the 
matter was placed before the rate- 
payers by Dr. Inui, who urged that 
{the increase should ‘be postponed, 
jand the whole issue investigated. 
This motion was carried. Despite this 
Jaction by the ratepayers, the Coun- 
jell referred the matter to a com- 
mittee, in violation of the spirit 
lof the motion. Moreover, the 
‘Counell, conniving with the’ Tele- 
Jphone Company, limited the scope of 
the matter tobe studied. by” the 
lexperts. This shows that the Coun- 
jell has no respect at all for the rate- 
ayers actions. 

“Following the arrival of the ex- 
Jperts here, the Council isolated them 
from the ‘outside world, 20 far as 
their investigation ‘was ' concerned, 
Jand made them carry on their study 
‘with material supplied by the Tele- 
Jphone Company and the Council 
jalone. If we recall that the Council 
‘was about to permit the Telephone 
JCompany to raise its rates, we should 
Fegard the two as one #0 far as this 
Jquestion is concerned. We think it 
's unfair for the Council secretly to 
Pour into the ears of the experts 
Jonly its views.

Tt there were a. supreme ‘Head 
Intelligence to-day at Europe's head. 
Ht would not be what it is. “But mod: 
erm Europe was being ruled by three 
‘men with big and powerful jaws—Mus- 
solini, Hitler, and Statin. Some faces. 
were’ like triangles, with the broae 
base siluated below, and these were: 
‘the faces of the dictators; others were 
life inverted triangles, and were the 
faces of the thinkers—Bertrand Rus- 
sell, for example, But what was 
ight for one nation @as not right 
for the other, Germany could swear 
allegiance to “God and Hitler,” but 
if an English Naal party were to 
wear allegiance to “God and Ber- 
trand Russell,” Russell would die of 
shame, So long as Europe was con- 
{ent fo be ruled by men with big and 
powerful javs, it must eqntinue along 
fis present lines of development and 
hhead for the abyss. 


Robust Commonsense 


Every nation dreamed, and acted 
on its dreams—the USSR. was the 
result of the Russian capacity for 
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‘treaming; the French Republic was 
the result of the French passion for 
abstract ideas; the British Empire was 


pck of logical reasoni 
German Nezi régime 
result of the German love for a 
commen front and mass action. 

But he was going to speak about 
‘England for three reasons. As. & 
Chinese, he felt all foreigners in 
China were Englishmen—the Interna- 
onal, Settlement was inown among 
the Chinese as the “British Settle- 
ment," and they were probably righ 
Further, the English ‘showed more 
sense ahd less sensibility. He would 
rather. twist the British lion's tall 
than pinch the whiskers of a Japanese 
‘marine. And lastly, he felt he could 
understand England better, as the 
English were more okin to Chinese, 
both being worshippers of realism 
‘and common sense. Both people dis- 
trusted logic, and believed that when 
an argument was too logical it could 
not be true. 

‘England always had the knack of 
doing the right thing and calling it 
by the wrong name—as they were, 
for instance, calling the English de- 
‘mocracy a monarchy to-day. ‘The ac 
cusation against the English of hypo- 
risy, Inconsistency, a genius for 
muddling through, and a notorious 
Tack of logic was’ unjust, and arose 
from a lack of understanding. 


How to Appreciate England 


In order to appreciate England, one 
had to have a certain contempt for 
logic, and all the misunderstanding 
‘arose from a perverted idea of the 
true function of thinking. Uniess one 
learned how to live and adjust one~ 
self to changing circumstances, all 
thinking would be futile. The brain's 
frst function. wi 
tnd preserve life. The type of think- 
ing ‘which helped one to get food 
get along in a life was really a 
higher form ot thinking. called com 
monsense.. The English people 
thought, ‘but never “allowed them: 


the Fight thing at. the right moment. 
She always fought the right war, 
‘and always called it by the wrong 
name by giving wrong reasons. for 
it. ‘That might. be called muddling- 
through and inconsistency, but at the 
bottom of it was robust commonsense 
‘and a healthy instinet for lite. 


‘The British Empire 

‘Take the amazing British Empire, 
still the greatest in the world. How 
did the English people do it? By an 
entire absence of logical reasoning: 
‘The British Empire stil stood be- 
cause the Englishman still believed 
that his ways were the only correct 
ways, and he could not tolerate any- 
‘one ‘who did not conform to his 
standards, 

When pirates’ were necessary for 
her expansion, Englarid was able to 
produce the "necessary ‘number to 
‘meet the situation and glorified them, 
[When the industrial revolution called 
{for colonial markets, she developed 


[Kipling soon discovered the “white 
jman's burden,” and the consciousness 
Jot this burden helped the English- 
men through as nothing else would. 

Yet it might be thought that this 


invited them to look at the other side. 
Th the hands of any other nation, the 
Empire would have fallen by’ its 
‘own weight, for the problem of hold~ 
ing it together would have taxed the 
most statesmaniike minds. But the 
[English mind conceived the idea of 
the Commonwealth, which was 

‘tually a League of Nations, with the 
difference that it really worked. 

Or ake the caze of the English 
anguage, which to-day was the near- 
jest equivalent to an international 
Nanguage. ‘This was achleved by the 
sheer stubborness of the Englishman 
fn refusing to speak anyone else's 
anguage. The English maxim was: 

“When you are travelling in Rom 

‘Do exactly as you do at home. 

This was the only poem he had 
jever composed in English. He gave 
Jother examples—the English church, 
which owed allegiance to a secular 
king or queen; the English constitu- 
tion, a masterpiece of - patchwork; 
and’ the English form of government. 
Some day, he prophesied, England 
‘would become a bolshevik state with 
‘the English King stil on his throne, 
‘and under the leadership of a most 
die-hard conservative cabinet. 


‘The Englishman's Umbrella 

And so there went the Englishman, 
Junashamed of his umbrella, refusing 
to talk any language but ‘his own, 
demanding marmalade in an Atrican. 
jungle, and unable to forgive his 
boy” for not producing holly and a 
plum pudding in an African deiert

For himself, he was rather in- 
trigued by ‘that cheekiness, the 
cheekiness of a man who thought 
any country God-for-saken whose 
peoole did not take Bovril and 
produce ‘the inevitable white hand- 
Kkerehiet at the correct moment. For 


wise. 
| China, too, was a land that was 
terribly’ decent and terribly cocksure 
oof itself. ‘The Chinese mind worked 
bby leaps and starts, and often arrived 
at the same truth, but in a quicke: 
way, by sheer ‘intuition. It had 
common sense, humour, and the 
ability to face logical inconsistency 
with a clear conscience and great 
complacency. Much of that wisdom 
‘and humour was now lost, and that 
‘good sense which distinguished her 
‘ancient life was now decayed. 
Dr. Johnson and Confuclus 

‘The most typical of Chinese think- 
ers_was Confuelus, and the most 
‘typical of English thinkers was Dr. 
Johnson. Both were philosophers of 
‘common sense, and had they met, 
would have understood each other 
perfectly. Both could not suffer fools 
gladly; both showed penetrating 
‘wisdom and a firm judgment; both 
worked on a patchwork of ideas, and 
‘both had an utter contempt for mere 
‘consistency. 

‘There was nothing striking about 
‘Confucius except his love of the 
‘commonplace, and nothing extra- 
‘ordinary about him except his plati- 
tudes. ‘The only thing divine about 
‘him was his great humanity. Tt took 
‘a Chinese people to worship him, 
Jas “it took an English people to 
‘worship Ramsay MacDonald, whose 
political life was a supreme effort to 
‘be inconsistent in the English man- 
ner, which was the grand manner. 
| He had no ‘more scruples about com- 
mitting his labourite principles to the 
winds than Confucius would have. 
For Confucius would have approved 
‘of MacDonald. as he would have 
approved of Dr. Johnson. 

What Europe needed to-day, and 
‘what the modern world needed, was 
‘not more intellectual brilliance, but 
more life wisdom. One fel: some- 
how that European life was more 
secure and the course of Europe's 
hhistorleal development was more 
steady for England's presence. China 
would do well to iearn a little man- 
iness from England, and England 
would do well to learn more modera- 
tion and mellow understanding of 
fe and the art of living from the 
Chinese. 

“The true test of a civilization,” he 
concluded, “is not how you are able 
\to conquer and to kill, but how you 
could get the greatest kick out of 
fe, and for these humble arts of 
peace, like feeding birds and raising 
orchids and cooking mushrooms and 
‘being happy in simple surroundings, 
| the west has still a lot to learn from 
China. Some one has said that the 
Weal life is to lve In an English 
‘country house, engage a Chinese 
‘cook, marry a’ Japanese wife, and 
take’a French mistress. It we could 
all do that, we would have moved on 
in the arts of peace and could then 
afford to forget the arts of war. We 
would then know how to live and 
forget how to kill. You Christians 
may object to this scheme, but I be- 
lieve such co-operation inthe art of 
living will mark a new era of inter- 
national understanding and goodwill 
and make the modern world safer to 
live in. It is a better programme 
than what Mussolini is preparing for 
‘us. It is more convincing.”

OVER 52,000 RADIO 
SETS REGISTERED 


New Law Enforced as from 
Oct. 1: Fine of $200 


Over 10,000 radio sets were regis 
tered on Monday, when their owners 
filled “the offices of the Chinese 
Bureau of International ‘Telegraphs 
on Peking Road in a Inst-minute 
rush. From Tuesday, the Bureau has 
announced its intention of enforcing 
the new law, Section 21 of the Chi- 
nese Telegraph Act. 

By this act, all radio sets must be 
registered with the Bureau, failing 
which sets are Hable to confiscation 
Jand fines will be imposed on their 
‘owners ranging from $5 to $200. 
Registration ise free, and over 52,000 
sets have been registered, including 
about 3,000 owned by foreigners, an 
‘official of the Bureau stated. 

Applicants for the licences, which 
are’ free, are required to fill in a

Mr. Kenneth Dabelstein Discovered Dead by “Boy”: 
Note Left for Mother 


With his mother, Mrs. Harriett 
Dabelstein, on the high seas speed- 
ing toward him and only one week: 
away from Shanghai, Mr. Kennéth E. 
Dabelsteln, popular Shanghal bachel- 
or, put a ‘bullet through his heart 
early on Tuesday morning, Sept. 24.

native of Shanghai, was found dead

He possessed many 
attractive attributes, among which 
were his extremely charitable nature, 
displayed in various ways, and his 
solieitude for the welfare of animals 
in distress, It is "not long since: I 
was the withess of a typical act. of 
Kindness on Kenneth’s part, when, 
he stopped ‘on The Bund to ‘pick up

poor little mongrel dog which had 
lost itself and was trotting about in 
the roadway at imminent risk ‘from 
the unceasing trafic. Having fe- 
scued the animal, he took it round 
to the Central Pollce ‘Station and 
requested that it be given care and 
attention. 

T would like to amplify the parti- 
culars of Kenneth's career. He 
was ‘born in Shanghat on July 31, 
1805, and recelved his early educa- 
tion’ at Miss Jewel's schoo! in 
Hongkew. He was taken to England 
when about ten years of age, and 
the remainder of his school life was 
spent at Cheltenham College, where 
hhe gained considerable prominence 
gan athlete and gymnast, Just 
after he left school, the Great War 
broke out, and strong endeavours 
were made by influential English 
relatives of his mother—who,, by the 
way, is not a Canadian, “but an 
Englishwoman, having been born and 
brought up in the old town of} 
Laneaster—to obtain a commission 
for Kenneth in the British Army. 
This was found impossible, owing to 
his father’s German nationality, and 
he returned to Shanghai with his 
mother. He then spent a year or! 
two In’ the office of his father, who: 
was partner in the now defunct 
firm of HEM, Schultz & Co, picce- 
goods. importers. 

‘As the War progressed, Kenneth’ 
evinced a strong desire to participate 
actively on the side of the Allies, It 
was thought possible he might be 
accepted for service with the Ameri- 
ean forces, and, with this oblect in 
view, fhe proceeded to the United 
States towards the end of 1917, His 
hopes were, however, doomed to dis- 
appointment, as he was once more 
ejected onthe same grounds as in 
England. “He spent the next two or 














nese concerns, and took the nec 
sary “steps. to acquire Americ: 
citizenship. He returned to Shanghai 
‘about 1922 and in the following year 
he joined the sta of the Robert 
Dollar Co,, with whom he had since 
‘been associated. 

Tt is within the writer's knowledge 
that, for a considerable time past, 
Kenneth had not been really in very 
sound health, causing him to become 
the victim of frequent fits of mental 
depression. No-one, however, could 
have Imagined that his mind was in 
such a state as to lead him to con- 
template ending his life by his own 
hand, By his intimate acquaintances, 
he will always be remembered as a 
prince of good fellows and a charm 
Ingman.

FOREIGN CEMETERY 
NEAR WOOSUNG 


Neglected and Forgotten for 
Over Twenty Years 


Situated a few yards from the

| shicn, “unlike its counterpart — in 

j, | Pootung, has felt the touch of no

of what appear to be some form 
of beans. 

‘The cemetery itself is surrounded 
by a low brick wall, which shows 
signs of damage sustained during the 
Sino-Japanese trouble in 1992, al- 
though it has been patched up’ here 
‘and there with bamboo fencing, Tt is 
roughly 100 feet long by 80 feet wide, 
and entrance is obtained through 
Tow iron gate. Just to the right, on 
entering, 1s a stone slab covering’ the 
grave of Albert Jacques Francois, a 
20-year old French sailor, who was 
buried there in May, 1884, In the 
southwest corner a small stone cross 
marks the grave of an unknown 
foreigner—although the cross itself 1s. 
still in fairly good condition, the 
‘weather has practically eradicated 
the carving on it, and only a letter 
here and there is discernible, 

Another Young Man 

‘The third, and last, grave which is: 
stil "visible' is covered by creepers, 
while a tall palm has grown right 
up through its centre, shading the 
stone cross which marks its site, The 
inseription on it reads:—"In Memory 
of Henry Perkins, HAMS. Aurora, 
accidentally “drowned at Woosung 
June 11, 1901, aged 21 years. In the 
imidst of life'we are in death, This 
stone was erected by his messmates 

‘The whole of the rest of the little 
cometery Is covered with crops, 
Beyond. the fact that some twenty 
years or more ago, a ind Shanghal 
philanthropist had “it tidied up, and 
the wall repaired, nothing further 
regarding its history can apparently 
be found. And yet at one time— 
when sailing ships bound for Shang- 
hhai_ moored near this very spot—it 
must have been quite well known.

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AN ANNIVERSARY OF 
THE GREAT WAR 


Departure of the First British 
Contingent 


With the threat of another war 
Imminent, it is doubly interesting to 
note this week; is marked by the 2ist 
anniversary of the departure from 
Shanghal of the frst party of British 
volunteers. for service in the ranks 
of His Majesty's forces during the 
Great War. On September 25, 1914, 
thirteen men left on board the M. Mt 
a Polynésien, and although ‘the 
Geparture of the. tender Whangpoo 
from the French Bund was timed for 
3 o'clock that afternoon, crowds 
carrying British and French flags had 
athered long before that hour. 

‘The men who so gallantly answered 
their country’s call’ were all promin- 
ent local athletes, who could both 
ride and shoot. They were Messrs 
‘7. C, Vernon, Hugh Martin (then of 
Messts, Tibert & Co. but now a Toca) 
sharebroker), R. W. Wingrove, F. B. 
Barry, V. Davies, A, S. Campbell, 
G. HL Brown, Bostock (ot Hankow), 
C. A. Peake (who was then with the 
Municipal Electricity Dept, and is 
now with the Shanghai Power Co). 
B. E. Creasy, and Dr. D. N. MacLeod 
and the late ‘Me. G, Ruxton of the 
Chinese Revenue Cruiser, whose death 
was recently recorded, and Mr. F. A 
‘Musgrove who Is still resident’ In 
Shanghal, 

‘The enihusiasm on the jetty reached 
climax when the tender began to 
move away, stated the "North-China 
Herald” at’ the time, and’ the men 
left with the strains of the National 
Anthem and "Rule Britannia” ringing 
in their ears. By the same tender, 0 
number ‘of French reservists lett for 
France, and they too were accorded 
4 hearly send-off. “The Marseilialse” 
was being sung at one end of the 
Jetly anit "God Save the King” at the 


other. 
Baptism of Fire 

In a letter written to a friend in 
Shanghai, one of the volunteers men- 
tioned that thoy" received their 
Daptism of fire when they had got 
no further than Hongkong. On 
leaving the buoy, he wrote, the 
Polynésien accidentally neglected to 
hoist her lag and the special cl 
ing flags of “the day. As. she was 
leaving the harbour a Jaunch put out 
after her but was unable to attract 

sr attention, ‘Two shots were then 
nt_aeross her bow, raising a fine 
column of water, and “after that she 
stopped." 

‘The Polynésion actually took the 
frat paty home, but the largest 
contingent went on the Suwa Maru, 
which left Shanghal on October 17, 
1914. Seven thousand” people had 
fagembled ‘on the foreshoge to bid 
Mood-bye to the 110 men who made 
up the Shanghal British "volunteer 
contingent, so that by 80 am., when 
the tender Alexandra left the Cus- 
toms Jetty, it was almost impossible 
to walk along the Bund. As an

All 
hhave qualified in the use of the Tatest 
‘self breathing apparatus which will 
be used by the Brigade, 


‘Trained in First Aid 
‘The firemen also possess a know- 
ledge of frst aid work, and are able 
not only to administer help to others, 
bbut should they themselves suifer 
from an accident while fighting 
fire, are able to take care of them- 
selves until aid can come to them. 

Constant drill is the order of the day 
for the Brigade, and they also. must 
attend lectures "designed to instruct 
hem in all methods of fre-Aghting 
A great deal of the work of training 
hhas been done by the Shanghal Fire 
Brigade, which has whole-heartedly 
given much of its time to developine 
Its sister organization, 

Fires that occur on water are of a 
serious nature, and are often harder 
to combat than fires on land, because 
there are so'many obstacles'to over- 
como before the fire-fighters can gel 
to the seat of the fire.

Indeed, wine has 
been attacked, mostly for iis aleohelie 
contents.

Tieve that it has’ the same effect as!

More than four hundred people 
were given the opportunity: of! visit- 
‘ng the ss. Taksang and the 38, Kung- 
‘wo, of the Indo-China. Steam Naviga~ 
‘on Co, on Friday afternoon, when 
2 receplion was held on board both 
vessels. The former ship is the new 
oastal liner of the Indo-China, which 
was launehed in Glasgow last spring. 
She has been put on the Canton to 
Tsingtao run, with calls at Swatow, 
‘Mtengkeng, and Shanghal. She is now 
on her second trip, and already Is 
proving popular with ‘coastal travel 
Ses, as well as carrying heavy 
Rear-Admiral F:G.G. Chil- 
ton and officers of his staff headed 
the visitors. 
‘The other ship, the ss. Kungwo, is 
the crack river’ ship of the Indo- 
China, and boasts one of the best 
appointed saloons on the Yangtze. It 
‘was in this saloon that the reception 
was held, the guests — congregating 
here, and’ roaming the decks of both 
steamers, viewing the spacious cabins, 
passageways, and decks, Many pro- 
minent. shipping men were present, 
every line in Shanghai being well 
represented. 

‘Of especial interest to the guests 
was the piracy protection afforded 
by the Taksang. “The vessel is be~ 
Heved, barring ‘the human element 
that can upset all mechanles, to be 
piracy proof, ‘There are grilles and 
‘guards to protect the pesscugers from 
the ravages of piracy, and, in addi 
ton, the control section of the ship 
can’ be cut off from the rest of the 
vessel and first-class passengers can 
be accommodated within this space 
should the occasion arise. 

‘The Taksang is 310 ft. long, has a 

beam of 48 ft, and a depth of 27 ft 
Deep loaded,” she can maintain a 
cruising speed of 14 knots. “Her ton- 
‘nage is 3,408, and she carries a crew 
of 96. 
Her captain is Mr. J, W. Pettigrew, 
and under him are offcers of the 
Indo-China who have been on the 
China Coast for a number of years. 
They know thelr run. well, and also 
ail the ttle tricks of the’ typhoons 
that befall the skippers and officers 
of vessels out here, “In fact, the 
‘Toksang received her baptism in the 
Formosa Straits, when she ran into 
4 typhoon on her trip out here from 
Giastow.

feedings passed without undue de- 
bate and ‘the majority of measures 
fon the agenda were dealt with in 
the most normal of ways. Between 
200 and 300 persons were crowded 
Into the Japanese Club auditorium 
in Boone Road, including 33 of the 
40 members of the Committee of 
Representatives of the Corporation. 
Mr. Hishida presided and the meeting 
d until midnight. 
‘The most important question on 
the agenda, the election of a presi- 
ent, was shelved, it being decided 
that” this would be placed in_ the. 
hands of 9 nomination committee, 

‘whose members, 21 in all, then were 

chosen by the’ chairman, ineluding| 
himself and the vice-chairman, Mr. 

Tkeda, ‘This issue caused a debate 
between Mr, Horiba, who proposed 
the adopted’ measure, and Mr. Eto, 
who ‘urged the immediate election| 
of a president, pointing out that it 
‘was one of the regulations imposed 
‘on the Corporation by the Consulai 
General to have a president, and that 
His election should have been held| 
in March Ia 

Other Proposals Passed 

‘The proposals to devote Y.10,000 
of the Imperial grant to social work| 
In Shonghal, and the expenditure of 
{$28,815 for the purchase of a lot ad: 
Jacent to the present site of the Com. 
Snerelal’ School maintained by the 
Corporation, to be used for a. school] 
auditorium,’ were passed, virtually 
without comment. 

‘The election of one member to the 
Couneil of the Corporation, to bring] 
the total to the required seven, and| 
the election of two members to the| 
‘accounts committes, were passed 
over to the Chairman for him to ap-| 
point. He then chose Mr. K. Kakel 
for the Council, and Messrs. Matsuura| 
‘and Okajima for the accounts com 
mittee. 

A Plea of Not Guilty 

With the agenda cleared of the 
{issues before the meeting, Mr. ‘Tadao 
Wakabayashi, speaking for 1% hours, 
started “by attacking’ the amounts} 
Granted to former. offcials “of the 
Corporation for’ travelling expenses 
fo Japan and relurn, and went on 
in ‘an impassioned plea to set forth 
his Innocence on a recent charge of 
defrauding the Reconstruction “Com- 
mittee of funds. 

It will be’ recalled. that Mr. 
‘Wakabayashi was accuséd of tam= 
ering with mushrooms and salt fish 
Jeft as security for a loan which he 
obtained from the funds set 
for those who suffered from 
Chapel incident of 1932. As the 
whole question is now in the hands 
of the Japatese Consular Police, the 
‘meeting did not discuss his speech. 

‘More Attacks 

Mr. K, Kobayashi, with a quantity’ 
of ‘statisiles, attacked the committee 
of representatives, andthe Coun- 
cillors of the Corporation on the score 
of expenditure, “claiming that  the| 
salaries pald to officals were too| 
high. “He also took to. task Me. 
Matsunaga, administrator of the Re- 
construction Fund, for lending only 
to those who are still in comforiable 
circumstances, and not lending to| 
those who really needed the. funds. 
In this he was supported by Mr, Eto, 
who went further to state that the 
reconstruction funds had, in-many 
Instances, been mishandled. 

‘Mr. ‘Matsunaga, in reply, pointed 
‘out that the intention of the recon- 
struction fund was not communistic, 
fand it was a condition that money, 
ent was to be returned, thereby 
Justifying a poliey of lending to those| 
who were secure and could repay in 
due course. 

‘Also, during the evening, an. ap- 
peal from the Korean Residents Aseo- 
ciation, asking for a grant of $100 a 
month’ towards the establishment of 
school for Korean children, was 
placed before the meeting.

SMALL DEPOSITS 


Liquidator’s Petition in U.S. 
2 Court Granted 


‘A. petition by Mr. Frank L. Hough, 

Uiquidator of the American Oriental 
Banking Corporation to pay off all 
‘the small accounts in the Bank was 
granted by Judge Milton J. Helmick 
In the United States Court for China 
last Wednesday. The accounts, 3,273 in 
number, will total approximately 
$42,000 ‘iocal. currency, 

Th his petition Mr. Hough pointed 
out that the bank now has a cash 
balance from collections amounting 
to $625,000, and that he believed that 
before ‘liquidation was completed a 
considerably larger sum of money 
‘than at present in the bank will be 
available for distribution to the de- 
ositors and creditors of the bank. 

“The tolal number of accounts in 
athe ‘bank was 8226, and the 3273 
being paid off was about forty per 
ent of the total. None of these ac 
counts was large. In the petition 
to the Court, Mr. Hough listed the 
sums that were on deposit in Shang- 








hal dollars, ‘Tientsin dollars, 
American money, yen, pounds. 
Hongkong dollars, and francs, All 


‘of the sums mentioned, regardiess of 

the national currency in which they

SILVER ACT NOT TO BE 
MODIFIED 
Washington, Sept. 26. 

Prospects of the modification of the 
[United States Silver Purchase Act of 
1094 are slight, it was indicated to- 
Jday following ‘a conference between 
[Senator William H. King, Democrat 
‘of Utah, and President Roosevelt. 

‘On emerging from the conference, 
‘Senator King declared that the Presi- 
dent was satisfied with the admini- 
stration of the Silver Act by the 
‘Treasury. 

‘The ‘Senator also said that the 
Committee of inquiry appointed by 
the Senate to investigate the admini- 
stration of the Act, and headed by 
Senator Key Pittman, Democrat of 
Nevada, would meet’ at Salt Lake 
[City on October 12. 

Senator King predicted, however, 
that the Committee will hot recom- 
mend the modification of the Silver 
‘Act.—United Press.

A MITSUI 1918 LOAN TO BE 
REDEEMED 


Nanking, Sept. 26. 

‘An agreement on the redemption 
of a loan of ¥.2,000,000, made by the 
Mitsul interests to the Finance De- 
partment of the Peking Government. 
In 1918, was reached yesterday be- 
tween Mr. Yakichiro Suma, Japanese 
Consul-General here, and Dr. H. H. 
Kung, Minister “of Finances. The 
‘agreements provides for the payment 
‘of ¥.4,500,000 including the ‘accrued 
interest, in 300 monthly instalments 
of ¥.15,000 each. 

‘The loan was one of the series ad- 
vanced by a banking group represent-

To the principle of the collection 
‘of revenue by means of stamp taxes 
on certain specified documents, there 
can be but litle objection provided 
that the taxes are reasonable in 
‘amount and applied universally 
without discrimination and that they 
do not affeot an excessive number 
‘of documents o> commercial papers. 
Tt will be generally conceded that 
Subject to the conditions just men- 
tioned, “stamp taxes” are probably 
‘one of the least objectionable forma 
lof taxation, says the “Journal” of the 
Tocal British Chamber of Commerce. 

‘A study of the Stamp Tax Law, 
recently promulgated by the National 
Government and made effective on 
September 1, 1985, shows that in some 
eases the tax is excessive, in others 
discriminatory and, moreover, 
various classifieations cover too’ great 
a variety of documents, 

Inasmuch as Government enter= 
prises are exempted in some cases 
from the application of the tax 
which has to be paid by private 
enterprises of a similar character, it 
is obvious that " the discrimination 
thus shown in favour of the Govern: 
ment enterprises must result either 
in reducing the earning capacity of 
the private concerns should they pay 
the tax themselves, or in driving the 
business to the Government contral- 
led enterprises should the attempt be 
made to pass on the charge to thelr 
clients, 

Where Tax is Excessi 

‘Though the amount of the tax may 
be triding, it must be borne in mind 
hat in some cases it is distinctly ex- 
‘cessive in view of the smallness of 
the transaction to which it must at 
times be applied. The tax on Bills 
Jot Lading, for instance, is 20 cts— 
negligible sum on most, Ocean Bills 











[of Lading, but on many of the 


coastal or river B/Lading, whet 
shipments involved are small” and 
where the freight charge may only 
be a dollar or two, the percentage of 
the tax to the freight is decidedly 
large and excessive, 

‘The tax on Bills of Lading is pay- 
ble by the issuer, not the shipper as 
it shouta be and ‘as is the case in 
‘other countries where such revenue 
taxes are imposed.

TRAFFIC POLICY 
Disappointing Results 


To the Editor of the 
fonru-Cixa Day News" 
Sin—Perusing the recent report of 
the Commissioner of Police and the 
ndings and recommendations of the 
‘Tratfle Commission, one cannot help 
thinking that they’ have both failed 
miserably in thelr respective tasks. 
It does not take experts to discover 
‘the cause of 99 per cent. of motor 
tooting, for if bicycles, rickshaws, and 
Dieycles again, wore forced to keep| 
to the curb and not stray all round 
the road as is now done, unnecessary 
motor tooting would ‘automatically 
disappear. It appears that the police 
Tabour under the impression that 
Mle regulations are imposed for 
the sole observance of motorists, and 
that all other forms of traf are 
‘absolutely immune to any semblance 
fof order, for time and time again T 
have observed constables loitering in| 
the streets with rickshaws running 
two and three abreast, the nearest 
well from the curb at ‘that, with an 
unfortunate motorist trying to get! 
through. For the latter there is no| 
alternative but to try to. blast his| 
way through, whereas if the police 
would try to’ keep the crown of the 
road clear for faster-moving traffic, 
this blasting would not be necessary.

A WOOSUNG CEMETERY 
Sad Neglect 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonru-Curwa Dany News” 

Sw—Your article describing the 
Pootung Cemetery as being “kept in 
a wonderful state of tidiness by the 
Superintendent of atunicipal Ceme- 
‘encourages me to draw the 
tention of the Public to the deplor: 
fable state of the small foreign Ceme- 
tery at Chang-War-Pang, near Woo- 
sung. This cemetery is situated 
alongside a cinder path that leads 
from the Chang-War-Pang Railway 
Station to the Woosung Military 
Road. It is about 120 feet long and 
50 feet broad, surrounded. by a small 
brick wall which was damaged dur- 
ing the Sino-Japanese trouble in 
1932 and has been partly patched up 

by bamboo fencing. 
‘The land between the graves is 
‘beans, 











T have no knowledge of the history 
‘of this cemetery but I know that the 
‘Whangpoo near here was a favourite 
anchorage for sailing ships in the 
days. 





‘There are only three visible monu-' 
ments but there are obviously the 
remains of others. The only two 
Inscriptions that can be read are as 
follows:

Saron in the "N.C/DN.” of the 25th| 
Instant, I think that the small foreign

At the same time, 
the small briek wall (damaged dur 
the Sino-Japanese troubles of 1932) 
was re-erected, the former one being

FOREIGN GRAVES 
‘Unknown Dead 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Nonru-Cutwa Day News” 

Sin —In connection with the article 
‘appearing in your paper yesterday on 
the ancient cemetery in Pootung, it 
may interest your readers to know 
that apparently there are graves. of 
even earlier foreign residents scatter~ 
ed in various parts of Nantao and 
Kaochlatigmiao, the identity of which 
are unknown. 

‘To those acquainted with the early 
history of this gort, it will be re- 
membered that Nantao was the rst 
territory occupied by British merch. 
ants as a residential quarter, before 
‘arrangements had been made for 
them to move into the “British Settle- 
ment,” (or as it was more commonly 
known, the “English Town,” in dif 
ferentiation to the “French Town” 
and “American Town,” which came 
Into existence later). Consequently, 
it is quite possible that members of 
this early ‘colony who died were 
buried there, in what was then open. 
country. In’ this connection, I might 
mention I once heard froma friend 
of mine that his father came across 
the remains of a foreigner many 
years ago, when workmen were 
engaged in excavation work for the 
erection of his mansion in that section 
of the city. 

Now then, could not something be 
done to locate these ancient remains 
as far as possible, in order that a 
ecent reburial may be given them 
Jn some local cemetry ? It certainly. 
‘seems callous to neglect the graves 
‘of these old pioneers whose early 
Iabours have undoubtedly contributed 
‘so much towards the growth and ex-

This 
is an impossibility since he was not 
Born when the firm was founded in 
1782, 

‘The rst close connection between 
the firm and the famous Parsee fami- 
lies of Bombay took place when Wil- 
liam Jardine frst came to China in 
1819 as agent for Framjee Cowasjee 
of Bombay, Mackintosh and Co, 
of Calcutta, ‘and ‘Thomas Weeding of 
London. Jardine was then in touch 
with Jamsetjhee Jejheebhoy and Co. 
who at that time employed a Parsee 
agent in Canton, 

In 1823 Jamsetjhee Jejheeboy wi 
consigning goods to James Matheson, 
who was then trading under the 
name of Yrisarri and Co, It wé 
not until 1828 that he became oné 
of the many constituents of Jardine, 
Matheson and Co, who were then 
‘known as Magniac and Co. He never 
hhad any capital in the firm, whieh 
would have been the case had. he 
played any part in their founding. 
The connection between the two 
firms continued until at least 1875. 

Hig portrait does hang in the 
firm's private office in Hongkong. 
This picture hung for many years in 
fone of the late partner's houses in 
England and was returned to Hong- 
kong in 1912.

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JOE LOUIS KNOCKS OUT BAER IN 4th ROUND! 


Ex-Champion Announces Retirement from Ring: 
Winner Marries Just Before Fight 


FOE Louis, the 21-year-old “Brown Bomber” from Detroit, to- 
night climhed into the squared circle at the Yankee Stadium 
‘lard after four sensational rounds climbed out again, the most 
dangerous threat to the heavyweight crown worn by James J. 
Braddock, and the greatest coloured battler since the days of Jack 
Behind him in the ring was Max Ba 
of the heavyweight division, knocked out, and eliminated from all 
consideration #s a claimant to a return match with the title-holder, 


Johnson. 


Braddock. 

Louis, the youth who has won nine- 
teen of his iast twenty-five bouts by 
the knock-out route, beat Baer in 
he fourth round of a fight which. 
drew one million dollars in gate re- 
celpts. ‘The negro, covered the ex. 
champion with blood and smashed 
hhim'to the floor three tlmes before| 
seoring the final knock-out blow, a 
ong straight right, to the unprotect- 
ed_chin of the staggering ex-cham- 
pion which sent him to. the canvas 
for the first knock-out of his six-year 
eareor, ‘The blow, incidentally, has 
probably sent Baer into premanent 
Tretirement from the ring” As the

‘That is the old English proverb 
regarding Michaelmas Day, so it is 
to be hoped that Shanghailanders 
who are inclined to be depressed 
about the depression have taken 
precautions to acquire at least one 
‘goose for to-day’s meal. If they 
have not, they must console them- 
selves with the thought that English 
proverbs probably have little 
‘efficacy in China, 

It is not at all clear why the 
goose was chosen as the proper bird 
for Michaelmas time. Prosaically 
‘the reason is alleged to be found 
in the fact that, in Europe at all 
events, geese are in their best con- 
dition ‘and most plentiful quantity 
round about the end of September. 

Among the few customs hanging 
round the celebration of Michael- 
‘mas is that which makes it the day 
for the payment of rent, especially 
in rural old England.’ And the 
tenant always felt that the impend~ 
ing interview with his landlord 
‘would be far pleasanter if it were 
preceded by the judicious present 
of a fat goose, 








Not that Michaelmas is a purely 
English festival, It is supposed to 
be over a thousand years old and 
took its origin trom the dedication 
of a church to St. Michael either at 
‘Mount Garganus in Appulia, or at 
Rome. In the Greek Church, St. 
‘Michael's Day. is November 8. ' But 
having been adopted as an English 
festival It acquired local character- 
istics and, of course, Queen 
Elizabeth comes into the picture. 
On this day in 1858 the great queen 
was on her way to Tilbury Fort 
and dined at the house of Sir 
Neville Umfreyville. She had 
‘goose for dinner and, calling for a 
bumper of Burgundy, she gave the 
toast, “Death to ‘the Spanish 
Armada.” Scarcely had she spoken 
when a. messenger announced the 
destruction of the fleet by a storm. 
‘The Queen took the opportunity to 
have a second bumper of wine, be~ 
ing always’ an opportunist and de- 
clared that henceforth a goose 
should celebrate the great victory. 
History does not relate whether the 
foose was stuffed with sage and 
onions. 











Unfortunately for popular his 
tory, however, it is necessary to 
intrude a little fact, and reference 
to the records will’ show that tt 
Armada was actually dispersed by 
the storm in July and the Thanks~ 
alving Sermon for the victory was 
preached in St. Paul’s on August 
20,

It Is true that Michaelmas ws 
time when servants were hired 
and rents collected. Risking con~ 
tempt of court in associating the 
Jaw with such a proverbially stupid 
bird as the goose, it may also be 
noted that governors and magis- 
trates were elected on Michaelmas 
Day. The custom of goose eating 
is recalled in Gascoigne’s 16th- 
century couplet: 

‘At Christmas a capon, at Michael- 

‘mas a goose, 
‘And somewhat else at New Year's 
tide, for feare the lease flies loose. 
‘This seems to have more connec- 
tion with squeeze than with gas- 

tronomical fancy. 

‘The predominant characteristic 
of Michaelmas Day has, however, 
been its connection with the pay: 
ment of rent and the settlement of 
dues. ‘Thomas Middleton, the 
dramatist who wrote “The ‘Game 
of Chesse” and was duly haled be- 
fore His Majesty's Privy Council on 
the ground that he was stirring up 
bad relations between England and 
Spain, wrote a comedy called 
“Michaelmas Term.” Tt was print- 
ed in 1607 and it possibly gave in- 
spiration to the author of that 
Grand -Guignol one-act thriller 
known as “BE, & O. E.” Iis plot 
hinged on the relations between a 
wicked usurer, Quomodo, and an im- 
provident and amiable gentleman 
named Easy.  Quomodo was 
anxious to know how his family 




















would behave when he passed out 
of existence, in order that he might 
suitably dispose of his wealth. He 
feigned death, but he had the shock 
of his life’ His preity wige 
promptly proceeded to marry Easy, 
and his son showed himself most: 
unfllially generous to debtors and 
tenants. ‘The upshot was that 
Quomodo in order to recover pos- 
session of his wife, was forced to 
release Easy from the oppressive: 
bond. The comedy was written 
with the idea of diverting, 
the public on Michaelmas Day and 
it had a certain vogue in the 17th 
‘and 18th centuries. 

In this peace-loving world (may 
‘the epithet be applied in season) it 
may be appropriate to recall the: 
Personality of the Saint whose| 
name is commemorated. — For| 
readers of Milton have no need to| 
be told that Michael was the 
‘Archangel who waged war on war| 
and led the victorious forces of 
Heaven against Lucifer, whose 
lace he took. In the Middle Ages, 
when a familiarly frivolous view 
was taken of this campaign, Michael 
was represented definitely | 








[seeking to bring about the down~ 





fall of Lucifer in order to take his 
place, and the legend was that 
Lucifer and his followers were 
chased right out of heaven and 
enclosed in dark air, where they 
would stay until the Judgment Day. 
In that position they were situated 
‘not in the upper regions nor in the, 
Tower, but between, so that they 
might look up and sce the joy they 
hhad lost and look down upon what 
awaited them—a grim prospect and 
thoroughly justifying the ineffable 
Marie Corelli's decision to write a 
nove! on the Sorrows of Satan.

Just as Messrs. Jardine Matheson & 
Ico, Lid, were the first priv 
English firm in Canton, so. were 
they the first to build matsheds and 
granite godowns .at Hongkong. In 
1639, when Commissioner Lin. be- 
sleged the Canton forelgn community 
luntil they had surrendered all opium 
In Chinese waters, Insisted on the 
application of the Chinese system 
‘of mutual responsibility in future 
tases of smuggling, and on Chinese 
Taw. being enforced in cases of 
homicide, the British community. 
‘The so-called Opium War followed. 
For a time the firm's offce was 
afloat. Nevertheless they continued 
to Wade with Canton, transhipping 
goods to and from American bo! 
foms at the Hongkong and Toonkoo 
anchorages, consigning them to their 
‘agent Mr. Coolidge 0” the newly 
formed American firm of Augustine 
Heard & Co. 

‘As soon as Hongkong was annexed 
by Capt. Elliot, they built matsheds 
at East Point and at the first land 
sale in 1841, they acquired the pro- 
erty whlch they still hold, buying 
|{wice as much as any other frm: 
The present East Point » bungalow 
‘and godowns were completed in 
1042, and are thus described in that 
year by Lord Saltoun, “I am going 
to the upper end of the bay to call 
on a Mr. Morgan, who manages here 
for the great house of Jardine Mathe- 
json & Co, and acts as my landlord. 
He lives ‘at the upper end of the 
anchorage and has a sort of palace 
| there 

“This house of Jardine, they say, 
made an immense fortune since the 
war began. ‘They have their vessels, 
| beautiful sailing ones called clippers, 
‘mall directions, and they are In 
concert with Chinese boats of an 
‘equally ‘beautiful construction, 

saw Mrs. Morgan. She is a 
Bombay tady—a fat little woman 
with pretty eyes, and in a way very 
likely’ soon, to increase the race of 
Morgans. She has turkeys brought 
‘over regularly from Banila, fattens 
them, and every now and then sends 
‘one as a present to Sir Henry (Pot- 
tinger, the Governor), who is an old 
‘acquaintance of hers!” 


(ead Oflce Removed to Hongkong 
‘The firm did not move their head 
office from ‘Macao until. 1948, when 
Mr. Caine, the Chief | Magistrate 
‘welcomes Alexander Matheson with 
the note, “This Is just the year for 
East Point—capital duck shooting in 
your vicinity. “Here is a descrip: 
| tion of the compound soon after they 
had moved in, “The buildings, whien 
‘cannot fail to attract the aitention 
of the most casual observer as being 
|far more magnificent as well as better 
‘situated than any others, are the 
godowns of Messrs, Matheson  & 
Jardine, the merchant princes of 
the Far East. "They lie eastward of 
the town and are of immense extent. 
Immediately above them are two 
handsome bungalows or summer re- 
sldencies belonging to the same 
proprietors.” 
In those days the land in front of 
East Point had not been reclaimed. 
[Ships and clippers consigned to the 
‘firm lay almost underneath the tal- 
an's window, so that he could not 
sleep when their bells were struck. 
He therefore hung a ship's bell up 
outside the bungalow and allowed no 
other to be rung. This custom is 
‘UL kept up, although it is over 50 
years since vessels have been able to 
‘anchor so. close alongside. 

Far from being an attract 
colony, Hongkong at first was ai 
Isle of ill omen: “Our rst and most 
anxious looks were directed towards 
Hongkong, whose mountainous peaks 
‘enveloped in heavy masses of cloud 
‘and covered with dark"unwholesome 
vegetation, lowered grimly over the 
scene, gave a saddened aspect to the 
seattered dwellings of the new settle- 
ment.

Misfortunes of the Theatre

‘The Sporting Firm 





In racing and yachting the firm 
were to the fore. Mr. Alexander 
[Matheson brought the first carriage 
to the colony in 1844.

In 1844 they took. an in- 
terest in the Corsair, the first steamer 
to ply on the Canton River; and in 
June 1847 Mr. Alexander Matheson 
wrote from London, “I piad a great 
deat of conversation with Campbell 
about steamers, and at last agreed 
to join him in ‘ordering two iron 
steamers to be built here for the 
Canton River. They will cost in 
China’ £16000 and they are to be 
‘owned by a company, the shares to 
bbe 20 of which Dent & Co, and our- 
selves are to take four” each....1 
would have greatly preferred had 














the P. & ©. sent out steamers of 
thelr ‘own to run on the Canton 
River, but we could not persuade

Arbitrary Mlsgovernment 

At first Hongkong was a failure, 
This was due to the arbitrary mis: 
government of Sir John Davis. Its 
Correction was in no small measure 
fdue to the influence and activity of 
Messrs, Jardine Matheson & Co. They 
worded the memorials in no uncer~ 
fain Tanguage and protested that 
they presented them in the name of 
he community—"With these preli- 
minary observations we desire to 
represent to Your Excellency and the 
respective Honourable Members of 
Your Council the unfeigned and 
extreme repugnance with which we 
have read the ordinance in question, 
and to enter our formal and de- 

fed protest against the principles 
that it involves. 

“Principles, we do not hesitate to 
say, as unjust as they are arbitrary 
‘and, uneonstitutional, taxing British 
subjects unrepresented in the most 
iniquitous of forms, authorizing the 
‘most unheard of inquisitorial’ pro> 
ceedings without appeal or remedy 
fand placing the very power of re- 
sidenge to British subjects, whose 
ame may have hitherto been une 
sullied and unsuspected, in the hands 
of, any one individual. 

‘When ‘Chief Justice Hulme wat 
tried by the Governor-in-Counell on 
charges. of private misconduct, and 
suspended the firm were the first to 
leave their cards at Hulme'’s re- 

idence, and to organize the presenta 
ton of a snuff box engraved with 
the words “indignante invidia flore- 
ie justitia 

Finally the whole question of mis: 
government was investigated by a 
select committee of the House of 
Commons. Mr. Alexander Matheson 
concluded his ‘evidence in these 
words, "The whole of the British 
merchants would abandon Hongkong, 
were it not for the very large sums 
they have sunk in. buildings, whieh 
they are reluctant to abandon, though 
F believe doing so would be thelr 
asest course, and will certainly be 
he course adopted, unless under a 
change of policy the place revive 

-Our own outlay. has been up- 
Wards of £80,000....1 had a serious 
oncultation with ‘my partners as to 
the expediency of abandoning this 
property to its fate and removing 
frem the colony; and we decided 
tat as T was going home it would 
Le better to walt and see what could 
be done with the Home Government 
for the amelioration of the place;

‘A Foreign Conclusion 

‘The result of the enquiry was a 
foregone conclusion, since Sir James 
Matheson and Mr. John Abel Smith 
‘were on the committee of fifteen who 
reported to the House.

“The China Committee of the Hous 
of Commons have not” yet made 
their report, but it is preparing and 
will be entirely favourable (0 or 
views.
